Tag persistent 
offenders now 
- police chief

BEDFORDSHIRE’S Police and 
Crime Commissioner Oily 
Martins is calling for the 
Ministry of lustice (MOD to 
speed up the introduction of 
compulsory GPS tagging of 
known offenders. 

This week, the MOJ confirmed 
that while locational tags will be 
available to help in the future, 
legislation governing who is 
responsible for monitoring 
offenders has to be updated. 

Until this happens the possi¬ 
bilities of GPS technology, 
beyond traditional curfew 
tagging, will not be realised. 

But a frustrated Oily Martins 
said: “We have the technology 
and we know it works but we are 
still not allowed to use it to its 
full potential. 

“It’s like driving a Ferrari with 
the handbrake on. 

“To be truly effective these 
new generation GPS tags should 
be fitted when offender man¬ 
agement teams and the courts 
think they will most help tackle 
reoffending and thereby reduce 
the number of victims. 
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FRUSTRATED: PCC Oily Martins has 
called for compulsory GPS tagging 

“At the moment they can only 
be fitted for purposes beyond 
enforcing a curfew if the offend¬ 
er agrees. 

“I am aware that the law needs 
changing if we are to see com¬ 
pulsory GPS tagging, but the 
MOJ took over 18 months to 
make a decision on who will 
supply these tags in the future, 
and I hope they do not take that 
long to make the necessary leg¬ 
islation changes.” 

The PCC added that although 


he is pleased that the MOJ has 
listened to pilots in Bedfordshire 
and Hertfordshire, in his view 
the MOJ is still missing a trick as 
GPS tagging can be used in more 
situations than the old 
fashioned tag. 

“You can use it effectively in 
situations where there is an 
exclusion zone in place” he said. 
“It would be very useful as a con¬ 
dition of bail, for prisoners 
released on licence, to ensure 
that sex offenders are indeed 
staying away from sensitive 
areas, that people convicted of 
domestic abuse are not harass¬ 
ing their victims and so on. 

“GPS tagging is already being 
used in some of these situations 
in other countries.” 

Back in March the commis¬ 
sioner wrote a letter to the 
Justice Secretary, which called 
for a more local approach to the 
provision of electronic monitor¬ 
ing, adding that PCCs are in a 
good position to tailor the 
service to local needs and create 
a competitive market.

Man detained for sex 
assault on pensioner

A MAN who sexually assaulted 
an 82-year-old woman in her 
own home will be detained 
indefinitely in a secure hospi¬ 
tal, ‘to ensure the public are 
safe from him’, a court heard. 

Darren Emmerson, 40, forced 
his way into Winifred Smith’s 
home in Houghton Regis in 
March and subjected her to a 
‘truly horrific attack’. 

Tragically, his victim died just 
nine days later. 

On Thursday at Luton Crown 
Court Emmerson admitted the 
sex assault and was detained in 
a secure hospital under Section 
37 of the Mental Health Act. 

Judge David Farrell QC said it 
was a matter of ‘great sadness’ 
that Ms Smith had died so 
shortly after the horrific attack. 

But, despite being knocked to 
the ground in her hallway and 
sexually assaulted, the ordeal 
had not caused her death. 

The judge heard Emmerson, 
who has Asperger’s Syndrome 
and lived in a residential home 
in Houghton Regis, told police 
on his arrest that he had carried 
out two attacks on elderly 
women in the 1990s. 

Neither matter was pursued 
due to a lack of evidence. 

The court heard how on 
Monday, March 18, having

made sexually aggressive 
remarks to a young woman in 
the street, Emmerson went to St 
Andrews Close and saw through 
the window of Ms Smith’s bun¬ 
galow that she was in and 
watching television. 

He knocked on the door and 
barged in, knocking her to the 
floor. 

“She shouted at him to go 
away and take her money,” said 
prosecutor Andrew Copeland. 

“He said he was not interested 
in money and slapped her 
around the face twice.” 


The court heard he sexually 
assaulted her, then walked out 
of the door, leaving her on the 
floor. 

Ms Smith took over an hour to 
crawl to her phone to call police, 
who had to smash a pane of 
glass in a door to reach her. 

Emmerson was arrested when 
a manager at his home saw a 
police appeal about the sex 
assault and became suspicious 
about his behaviour that night. 

Judge Farrell told Emmerson 
he had subjected Ms Smith “to a 
truly horrific sexual attack”, 
adding, “this man is at present 
an extremely dangerous 
individual and is someone who 
has to be in a secure environ¬ 
ment to ensure the public are 
safe from him.” 

Emmerson was also made the 
subject of a restriction order, 
meaning he can be held indefi¬ 
nitely and, if released, would be 
monitored. 

Following the emotional sen¬ 
tencing, Ms Smith’s nephew 
Andrew Cook said: “Today we 
feel that justice has been served 
and that Winnifred’s wishes 
have been fulfilled in taking 
this man off of the streets. 

“I’d like to thank the police for 
their hard work and support 
throughout the last seven 
months. Bedfordshire Police 
should be proud of their 
officers.” 


EDL to hold Bank 
Holiday protest 
march in Stopsley 

POLICE and Luton council have said 
they are ‘aware’ of plans for a demon¬ 
stration by the English Defence League 
(EDL) tomorrow. 

The protest, which due to be held in St 
Thomas’ Road in Stopsley has been 
organised by the group after a charity 
football tournament it was planning at 
a sports centre was cancelled. 

Stephen Lennon, the leader of the 
EDL, claims the management at 
PlayFootball.net called off their event, 
which had been planned for the Monday, 
after receiving complaints from 
members of the community 

He said it had been replaced by a ‘Goals 
for Gaza’ tournament which is raising 
money for the Ummah Welfare Trust’s 
Palestine Appeal and that he was call¬ 
ing for a ‘level playing field where the 
community should be treated the same’. 

However, Mark Thomson, the head of 
operations at PlayFootball, said: “We 
are proceeding with this event because 
the charity commission have advised 
that this is a legitimate charity 

“As a business our focus is on sport 
and not politics and we do not wish to be 
associated with any political or extrem¬ 
ist organisations.” 

Both the police and council have con¬ 
firmed that they are aware of the poten¬ 
tial of a protest, and will be monitoring 
the situation. 

On Wednesday, both EDL leaders 
Stephen Lennon and Kevin Carroll were 
charged with obstructing police officers 
in east London. 

The pair were arrested outside Aldgate 
East Tube station on Saturday June 29 
after allegedly trying to defy a ban on 
marching to the scene of the murder of 
soldier Lee Rigby via a major mosque. 

Both men are due to appear at 
Westminster Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday September 11.

CAMPAIGNERS fighting the 
closure of a library have 
said they are not going to

Seven arrested after CCTV alert

BUS services on the contro¬ 
versial £91 million Luton 
Dunstable Busway will begin 
on Wednesday, September 
25, it has been confirmed. 

Three bus companies - 
Arriva, Centrebus and Grant 
Palmer - will operate four 
new routes that together pro¬ 
vide core services between 
Dunstable and Luton as often 
as every seven minutes at 
peak times. 

The core Busway route com¬ 
prises 6.1-miles of segregated 
bus-only road between 
Blackburn Road in Houghton 
Regis, through Dunstable 
and into Luton town centre. 

Within this, a 4.8-mile sec¬ 
tion of concrete guideway has 
been built along the disused 
Luton-Dunstable railway cor¬ 
ridor so that standard buses 
can join and leave the track. 

“After 20 years in the plan¬ 
ning and three years in con¬ 
struction, it’s incredibly 
exciting to be announcing 
the opening date of the Luton 
Dunstable Busway,” said Cllr 
Dave Taylor, Portfolio Holder 
for environment at Luton 
Borough Council. 

“People in Luton, Dunstable 
and Houghton Regis have 
been waiting a long time for a 


significant improvement to 
the transport network. 

“These journey times are 
not only extremely fast, in 
some cases more than twice 
as quick, but also frequent 
and reliable.” 

But the announcement has 
received a mixed reaction on 
social media like Twitter. 

Colin Yeates said: “I’m one 
of the vast majority of 
Lutonians who will pick up 
the costs but live far away 
from it”, while Keith Mason 
said: “I have a car which is 
cheaper to drive and park in

Council defends 
high use of bailiffs

LUTON council has the high¬ 
est number of bailiff referrals 
outside of London, a report by 
a money charity has shown. 

Figures from Freedom of 
Information requests sent to 
local authorities by the 
Money Advice Trust (MAT) 
revealed that Luton had 
called bailiffs 18,378 times in 
the last 12 months, which was 
22 per cent of all its proper¬ 
ties. 

Nationally all councils 


across England and Wales 
made a total of 1.8 million 
referrals. 

Local authorities most com¬ 
monly refer council tax 
arrears, business rate arrears, 
and parking fines to bailiffs 
for collection. 

Joanna Elson, chief execu¬ 
tive of MAT, said it was ‘not 
economically or socially 
responsible’ for councils to 
use bailiffs so frequently. 

Luton council criticised the 
analysis for taking ‘no 
account of the fact this is 
largely old debt’. 


A spokeswoman added that 
the authority worked to ‘tar¬ 
get those who won’t rather 
than can’t pay’.

Payday loans should be used very carefully

SIR - Gavin Shuker says 
the community should 
put an alternative in 
place to payday lenders. 

I wouldn’t defend 
payday lenders but they 
are in business because 
of banks and employers. 

The banks won’t give 
anyone with a poor 
record zip. 

In my case my bank 
won’t let me go into the 
red by lp. 

If I am down at 
Sainsbury’s and I try to 
make a payment for £10 
and I only have say 
£9.50 in my account it 
will be declined. 

That is even if my 
employer is making 
a regular weekly pay¬ 
ment tomorrow. 

Talking of employers, 
they don’t care about 
their employees. 

If I am sick I don’t get 
paid for the first three 
days. If I was living on a 
week-to-week basis and 
I was sick, how am I 
expected to survive 
especially if the rent is 
due. 

Especially as my bank 
won’t help and statutory 
sick pay also doesn’t 
start for three days, so 


income could be down 
that week by £200 
which is shocking. 

And if you have a 
family what happens? 

The answer is payday 
lenders step in and that 
is a good thing. If you 
know how to use them 
it is a good thing, but it 
is very easy to get into 
trouble. 

The way I use them 
now is if I have a pay¬ 
ment before my 


payday I borrow the 
minimum amount and 
pick up the phone on my 
payday and pay it back 
that day. 

This saves a) my bank 
not paying and b) the 
inevitable charge. 

So it saves me money 
and gets my rent paid 
on time. 

Once it cost me £5 and 
the minimum bank 
charge would have been 
£18 (with other banks it 


could have been treble 
that if there were more 
payments coming in). 

So we need payday 
lenders, but we also 
need people to under¬ 
stand that they only use 
them for an unforeseen 
bill, or when you have 
got it wrong. 

Payday lenders aren’t 
always paid, how could 
they be! 

So maybe we’re paying 
their high interest rates 


because people don’t 
always pay. 

Probably quite easy to 
avoid payment as you 
just have to lose your 
bank card. 

As for credit unions, I 
have no clue how you 
get involved with these. 
I hadn’t heard of them 
before the Archbishop 
of Canterbury men¬ 
tioned them.

PREMIER League and 
Football League 2022 pro¬ 
grammes need to be cut 
short if England are to 
succeed at the World Cup, 
according to a leading sports 
science academic.

Prof Brewer, who is a former 
head of Sports Science at the 
Football Association, said 


studies have shown that a 
summer tournament in Qatar 
will only be possible with the 
right preparation. 

He said whilst performance 
would be ‘impaired’ in hot 
conditions, players could 
adapt if they arrived early 
enough. 

He added: “In order for this 
to happen, the FA would need 
to look at the fixture calen¬ 
dar, in conjunction with the 
Premier League, to ensure 
players can finish the domes¬ 
tic season in very good time.”

Aidding recipe is 
an award winner 


AT THIS year’s Great Taste Awards Dunstable- 
based Nanna’s Christmas Pudding won a gold 
star. We sent CARL MUNGAZI to find out why 


CHRISTMAS may be a few 
months away but one family 
business has got its festive 
preparations off to a flying 
start after winning a gold star 
for its pudding. 

Nanna’s Christmas 
Pudding, based in Dunstable, 
was given the accolade at the 
world renowned Great Taste 
Awards where thousands of 
foods are judged every year. 

Judges described the home 
cooked treat as ‘very appeal¬ 
ing with a rich sheen and on 
cutting, sliced well and 
crumbled into the bowl beau¬ 
tifully’. They added it was a 


‘good all round pudding’. 

Paul Clayton, 31, pictured 
right and below with his 
family, said it was a ‘great 
honour’ that his family’s 
creation had been deemed 
good enough to appear on the 
same list as Harrods’ Luxury 
Christmas Pudding. 


He runs the dessert firm 
with his wife out of their 
kitchen using a recipe first 
used by his great-grand 
mother. So what his makes 
Nanna’s puddings so special? 

He said: “We make them 
ourselves by hand in basins 
and we stir them with a 
wooden spoon rather than 
put them in big industrial 
machines like others 
produce them. 

“We make small batches at a 
time so we see every ingredi¬ 
ent that goes in. They get 
steamed for ten hours during 
the process whereas other 
people don’t do that. 

“For a batch we would make 
the mixture the night before 
which would take about four 
hours and then it’s put in the 
fridge. 

“The next morning we then 
put them in their containers 
and they are steamed.”

THIS sequel to the acclaimed 
comedy-tinted superhero flick has 
traded the ‘smarts’ of the original 
with a bit more ‘Hollywood’ - to 
make it more accessible to most 
cinema-goers.

But when Red Mist (Superbad’s 
Christopher Mintz-Plasse) vows 
revenge (this time for the death of 
HIS father), dresses up in his now- 
dead Mum’s fetish gear, gives him¬ 
self a new double swear-worded 
(well one is only a swear word to be 
fair) villainous name, and hires 
some of the world’s deadliest assas¬ 
sins - it puts everyone Kick-Ass 
knows in imminent danger. 

And even though this lacks the 
ingenuity of the (slightly over-rat¬ 
ed) first film with a fairly generic 
plot, its colourful characters, 
humorously violent set-pieces and 
several stand-out comedy 
moments, makes this a more- 


rounded experience. 

For die-hard fans though, Kick- 
Ass 2 quite obviously forsakes a 
little of its integrity to provide a 
thoroughly watchable popcorn- 
cruncher that has deducted 
originality from its repertoire. 

But in cinematic times where 
execs try and make films to 
maximise profit - this sequel still 
sticks to its roots to provide taste¬ 
fully humorous violence not often 
seen in mainstream cinema since 
the action heyday of the eighties.

Audi’s second stab at fostering a 
supermini dynasty is called the A1 and 
the recipe is a far simpler one than that 
which resulted in the A2 some ten years 
previously. The hope within Audi is 
that the A1 can stand out from the pack 
with its prestige badge and premium 
cabin quality while holding its own with 
solid mechanicals borrowed from the 
Volkswagen Polo. It sounds like a plan 
that will have the rest of the contenders 
at the fashionable end of the supermini 
sector worried. 

We’ve seen all of the engines before 
elsewhere in the Audi and VW group 
line-ups. The TSI petrol engines use 
turbocharging to compensate for 
their modest capacities, the 1.2 TSI 
achieving 86PS with 160Nm or torque 
and the entry-level 1.4 TSI chipping in 
with 122PS and 200Nm. There’s also 
a 185PS version of this 1.4 that uses 
both supercharger and turbocharger 
allied with a clever 7-speed DSG semi¬ 
automatic gearbox. The diesel option is 
a 1.6-litre common-rail injection TDI 


unit with 105PS and 250Nm. Both of 
the entry-level petrol engines return 
very similar economy and emissions 
figures of about 55mpg and 119g/km. 
The diesel is substantially better with 
an excellent 70.6mpg and a C02 output 
of 105g/km. 

A conventional supermini shape is 
adopted by the Al, which isn’t a great 
surprise given its mechanical similarity 
to the largely conventional VW Polo. 

It also means that the Al gains an edge 
over rivals from the trendier end of the 
supermini sector with a 267-litre boot 
that expands to 920 litres with the rear 
seat backs folded. 

The exterior of the car is crawling 
with recognisable Audi design cues 
and although you couldn’t call the 
looks adventurous, the Al has got the 
combination of neat proportions and 
engaging detailing that Audi does so 
well. The one feature that obviously 
breaks from the Audi master plan is 
the roof arch which can be specified 
in a different colour to the rest of the 
bodywork.
